On behalf of the Community Education Commission (CEC), I am excited to 
present to you the second edition of the Detroit Parents’ Guide to Schools. 
Since being formed last year by Mayor Duggan, the 11-member commission 
has been hard at work providing educational resources to students and 
families that extend beyond the school day. 

As a nonprofit, we do not run schools; however we believe that by providing 
needed wraparound support services, we can help students in Detroit 
reach their full capacity for learning. Studies have shown that children who 
participate in afterschool programs do better academically. We currently 
offer afterschool programming through our GCAL Line Program (page 148), 
which provides students in Northwest Detroit with transportation to and 
from our partner district and charter schools and to Northwest Activities 
Center for high-guality afterschool programming. We are actively looking 
for other areas in the city to expand the GOAL Line program. 

This year’s guide features information on school culture and top 
extracurricular activities. It also has an expanded parent resource section, 
which includes information on early childhood education, career, and 
educational resources for parents. It’s designed for use beyond the start of 
the school year. 

We hope that the Detroit Parents’ Guide to Schools becomes your trusted 
source for school information and parental resources as you plan for your 
child’s educational success.

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NAVIGATING SCHOOL OPTIONS 


School Terms 
to Know 


“authorizer” 

The governing board of a 
public body that is legally 
allowed to issue the "charter” 
for a charter school. By state 
law, these agents can include 
public universities, community 
colleges, and K-12 traditional 
school districts. 

“bilingual education” 

The practice of teaching 
non-English-speaking children 
in their native language 
while they’re also learning 
English. Detroit Public Schools 
Community District provides 
this service in 30 languages to 
more than 6,000 students. 

Check with the district or 
specific charter schools to 
discover offerings. 

“charter schools” 

A tuition-free "public school 
academy” created by a written 
grant (charter) between 
an "authorizer” and an outside 
group, such as teachers and 
parents. Charter schools can 
include grades K-12 in any 
combination. Each charter is 
considered its own district. 
Detroit charters are open to all 
Detroit students, regardless of 
neighborhood, and must follow 
the same federal and state

laws that govern traditional 
public schools. 

“district schools” 

A traditional, free-of-charge, tax- 
funded public school system. The 
Detroit Public Schools Community 
District (DPSCD) replaced Detroit 
Public Schools in 2016. DPSCD's 
100+ schools are open to all 
kids who reside in the city, and 
each child is guaranteed a spot 
starting in kindergarten. 

“individualized 
education program” 
(lEP) 

An lEP outlines the instruction, 
supports and services a student 
will receive to help them make 
progress and succeed in school. 
lEPs are tailored to individual 
students and list the specific 
accommodations a school 
will provide, such as note¬ 
taking aids or extra time to 
complete tests. 

“intermediate school 
district” (ISD) 

A regional education agency. 
Michigan has 57 ISDs. Each has 
a board and a superintendent, 
just like a local district, in 
Wayne County, Wayne RESA 
is an ISD that serves students 


and families, plus 137 charter 
schools and school districts. 

“paraprofessional” 

An instructional assistant or 
teacher's aide. A “parapro” 
assists the teacher in the 
classroom by providing special 
education support, like speaking 
a child's home language or one- 
on-one instruction. 

“private schools” 

independent schools that aren't 
administered by the local, state, 
or national government. Private 
schools retain the right to select 
their student body and are 
funded in whole or in part by 
charging tuition, since they don't 
receive public dollars. 

They are NOT included in this guide, 
which only features public schools 
located in Detroit. 

“schools of choice” 

A school district that opts to 
accept students beyond typical 
boundaries, in Detroit, this 
includes accepting students 
who reside outside city limits. 
For Detroit Public Schools 
Community District, students in 
the Wayne County intermediate 
school district (ISD) may enroll, 
as well as students who live in 


iSDs that share a border with 
Wayne RESA. 

“select admission” 

Some schools have special 
admittance rules. Detroit Public 
Schools Community District has 
18 "application schools,” which 
include elementary/middle and 
high schools, that require an 
application to enroll; five of the 
high schools are "exam schools,” 
which require special testing.

“special education” 

By law, students with 
disabilities and special needs 
receive specific programs and 
services. These are outlined 
in an individualized education 
program (lEP) plan tailored 
for each student. 504 Plans 
list the accommodations a 
school provides for students 
(audiobooks, note-taking aids, 
extra time to complete tests, 
etc.). Detroit schools work with 
families to ensure these needs 
are met. The Detroit Public 
Schools Community District 
central office or charter school 
authorizer can provide help 
if needed. See the important 
School Contacts (page 146) 
for phone numbers and 
email addresses. 
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Types of Schools 
in Detroit

Detroit Public 
Schools Community 
District (DPSCD) 

Schools operated by DPSCD are 
free to all children who reside in 
Detroit. Starting in kindergarten, 
every child who lives in the 
district is guaranteed a spot in a 
DPSCD school. 

Transportation and other 
services may be provided based 
on the address where the child 
resides, the child's educational 
needs, and any additional needs 
the child may have regarding 
transportation and/or student 
support. 

To apply, most DPSCD schools 
require families to complete an 
enrollment form at the school of 
their choice. Some schools may 
require a specialty application 
or examination, which is noted 
in the school's profile under 
Enrollment. See page 15 to 
review documents that you'll 
likely need to enroll in the school 
of your choice. 

Schools are directly overseen by 
an appointed superintendent and 
an elected school board. Board 
meetings must follow the public 
meetings laws. 


Charter schools 

Charters operate under "open 
enrollment requirements” that 
mandate that any child who 
applies must be enrolled unless 
a seat is not available. When 
demand for a school is higher 
than availability, a public lottery 
is held to assign open seats. 

These public schools are open 
and free to all Detroit students, 
regardless of their neighborhood 
boundaries. Students from 
anywhere in the city may apply 
to any Detroit charter school. 

Each school has its own 
application process. Enrollment 
requirements can be found by 
reviewing school profile pages 
in the Detroit Parents' Guide to 
Schools, by visiting the school's 
website, and/or by contacting 
the school. 

Charters open via charter 
contracts issued by a select 
group of authorizers that are 
responsible for oversight of 
charter schools in Michigan. 
Charters must meet the same 
laws as traditional public 
schools for serving families 
experiencing homelessness/ 
transition, special education 
students, and youth returning 
from incarceration. A board 
oversees each school and holds 
public meetings according 
to law. 


Private schools 

These are non-public schools 
that charge tuition for 
attendance. Some offer school- 
based financial aid and/or accept 
scholarships or outside forms of 
financial aid. 

• Some have religious 
affiliations. 

• Each school has its own 
application process. 

• Private schools are NOT 
included in this guide. 

Virtual schools 

These web-based schools 
typically provide all textbooks 
and instructional materials, 
and students are assigned to 
certified teachers. A growing 
number are available in 
Michigan. Some are classified 
as charters (such as Michigan 
Virtual Charter Academy and 
Highpoint Virtual Academy 
of Michigan) while others are 
operated by a local school 
district. Tuition-based options 
are available. 

• Each school has its own 
application process. 

• Virtual schools are NOT 
included in this guide.

Many DPSCD schools and 
charters host open houses for 
kindergarten and ninth grade. 
Certain schools begin enrolling 
as early as fall for the next 
school year, and some open 
houses occur in October 
and November.

After the holiday break, many 
schools begin re-enrollment 
for current students and open 
applications for new students. 
Schools that follow open 
enrollment rules host a lottery if 
applications exceed the number 
of seats available by grade level. 


Many charters host activities in 
collaboration with one another. 
DPSCD is known to host school 
tours, a high school expo and 
kindergarten round-up events. In 
May, many schools host a second 
round of citywide open houses 
or events to ensure that families 
who missed the first window can 
enroll students prior to the end 
of the current school year. 


MARCH-APRIL 


Acceptance & 
waitlist notifications 

Families and students typically 
are notified of their acceptance 
to a school and/or placed on 
a waiting list. Some schools 
continue to accept applications 
on a "rolling” basis, filling seats 
as they become available. 


APRIL 


DPSCD enrollment 
center 

During spring break, DPSCD 
opens a full-service center 
where parents may enroll 
students for the upcoming 
school year. 


JUNE-AUG 


Summer hours 


Most schools don't have full-time 
summer hours. Families seeking 
to enroll for the following school 
year should call a school prior 
to visiting to ask questions, 
schedule a tour, and/or try to 
enroll. During summer vacation, 
DPSCD opens full-service 
centers where parents may 
enroll students for the upcoming 
school year. 


TRANSITIONS 

if your child is in a transition 
grade and you are looking 
for a new school, contact the 
schoolfsj you are interested 
in to ensure that you are 
aware of their current 
timelines for applying and 
accepting an offer to attend. 

CLOSURES 

if a Detroit school 
announces it won’t re-open 
the following year, DPSCD 
and many charters host 
events to support students 
(and staff] needing new 
placements.

Gather information to 
help you find the right 
fit for your student 
and family. 


Prioritize what is important to you 

Think about what's most important to you in a school—culture, academics, 
location, transportation, afterschool activities, resources, etc—and find 
schools that offer what you're looking for. Here are some key topics 
to consider. 


School 

• What school culture, values, or 
mission are you looking for? 

■ How does the school approach 
student safety and discipline? 

■ What school hours and schedule 
work for you? (Check the school 
calendar. Do the holiday breaks, 
days off, and half days align with 
your schedule?) 

■ How does the school engage 
and interact with parents 
and guardians? 

■ Is supervised before- and 
afterschool care offered? 

What activities are offered on 
weekends? Do they require 

a fee? 

■ Do you need transportation? If 
it's not provided, are you OK 
with public transportation or 
private options? 


Education 

■ What type of academics and 
curriculum best meet your 
student's needs? 

■ Are there certain activities or 
courses that you want the school 
to offer? 

■ How strong is the school 
academically and how well 
are students performing? 

For high schools, what is the 
graduation rate? 

■ How does the school support 
gifted students or those with 
special needs? What resources 
are available (social workers, 
etc.)? 

■ What are the expectations for 
kids who are enrolling for the 
first year? How does the school 
help those coming in behind or 
who are advanced? 


In the classroom 

• What courses does the 
school offer? 

■ What is the average class size 
and student-to-teacher ratio? 

■ What is the level of experience of 
the teachers and staff? Are the 
teachers certified? 

■ Are parent volunteers welcome 
in the classroom? 

■ Does your student have 
special needs that the school 
must meet?

Plan your visit 

Once you've created a shortlist of potential schools, make time to visit the 
schools in person. When you schedule your tour, make sure there's time to 
talk with the principal, teachers, or other staff. 


Interview 

Talk with the principal and school staff to find out if the school is a good 
fit for your student. Here are some sample questions to get you started: 


Observe 

Look for these things while you 
walk around the school: 

• Does the school feel welcoming? 

■ Is the building neat and clean ? 
Do things appear to be in good 
working order? 

■ Do you feel comfortable with 
the security measures in place? 
Does the location seem safe? 

■ How are adults interacting 
with students? 

■ What are students doing? 

Do they look interested 
and engaged? 

■ What technology is available in 
libraries or classrooms? 


FOR ALL SCHOOLS 

• How are you working to make 
sure every child is learning and 
making progress? 

■ How does the school support 
students who have academic, 
behavioral/emotional, or social 
difficulties? How will the school 
support my student's needs? 

■ What activities are available to 
students beyond the classroom? 

■ How would you describe the 
school culture? 

■ How experienced are the 
teachers? How often do teachers 
get training? 

■ How are parents involved in 
making decisions at the school? 


FOR HIGH SCHOOLS 

• How does this school 
prepare students for college? 

For careers? 

■ How does your counselor 
help students choose classes 
and make decisions about 
college, careers, and life after 
high school?

■ What kind of homework will my 
student have? 

■ How does this school keep 
students safe?

Gathering your documents 

All schools require certain information and documents to enroll. The 
following checklist will give you a basic idea of what you'll need to enroll 
your student, it is still very important that you check with your school of 
choice to find out their specific requirements. 


□ Completed enrollment form from the school 

□ Parent/guardian photo iD 

□ Proof of address 

□ Child's birth certihcate 

□ immunization record 

□ Transcripts/report card from previous schools

■ W-2 

■ Pay stub 

■ Official government mail 

■ Public assistance 
documents

The importance 
of early childhood 
education (ECE) 

Research has shown that 90% 
of a child's brain development 
happens before age five. 
Through early childhood 
education (ECE) children get 
to participate in quality early 
learning experiences and caring 
relationships, which research 
and experience shows prepares 
them for greater success in 
school and life. 


ECE is more than just "daycare.” 
Children benefit from programs 
that provide: 

• Evidence-based curricula 

• Developmental assessments 
and nutritious meals 

• Opportunities for parents/ 
guardians 

ECE programs are run by trained 
professional educators licensed 
by the State of Michigan. They 
are required to have background 
checks, fingerprinting, 
professional development, 
safety inspections, and 
compliance checks. 


Types of licensed 
child care centers 

CHILD CARE CENTER 

A facility based in a commercial 
building that receives one or 
more children for care (without 
parents present) for periods of 
less than 24 hours a day. 

HOME-BASED 
FAMILY CARE HOME 

A facility based in a home that 
cares for 1-6 unrelated children 
for more than 4 weeks a year. 

GROUP CHILD CARE HOME 

A center based in a home 
that provides care for 7-12 
unrelated children for more 
than 4 weeks a year.

• Kids who aren't reading at 
grade level by 3rd grade are 
four times more likely to 
drop out of school (Heckman, 
J.J. 2017 in Hope Starts 
Here report).

homelessness 

Children who are displaced 
have the right to enroll and 
remain enrolled in their school, 
per the McKinney-Vento 
Homeless Assistance Act of 1987 
(reauthorized by Title X, Part C 
of ESEA). Schools must ensure 
access to transportation 
and academic supports as 
deemed necessary. 

All public schools should have a 
designated homeless liaison. 

By law, "homelessness” covers 
a variety of circumstances, 
from youth who lack a fixed, 
regular, and adequate nighttime 
residence to those who live 
in a motel, hotel, trailer, or 
emergency shelter to youth in 
migratory or foster 
care situations. 


Students with 
special needs 

Under the individuals with 
Disabilities Education Act (IDEA), 
students with special needs 
will receive a "free appropriate 
public education” tailored to 
their needs. All public schools 
must serve students identified 
for special education. 

Parents have the legal right to 
request an evaluation of their 
children for special education 
services at any time. Districts 
must get parents’ informed 
consent before providing such 
services for the first time. 

All students should be educated 
in the "least restrictive 
environment,” whether in 
general education classrooms 
with extra supports or, in some 
cases, self-contained classrooms 
or center-based programs. 

Services are provided fora wide 
range of disabilities, including 
cognitive, emotional or visual 
impairment, autism, and specific 
learning disabilities. 

Services include social 
work, psychological testing, 
speech and language therapy, 
occupational and physical 
therapy, assistive technology, 
and more. 


Parents have the right to an 
"independent educational 
evaluation” of their child at 
public expense if they disagree 
with a school district's 
evaluation. 

Services can be provided to 
children as early as infancy and 
up to age 26. 

Other special 
populations 

These populations include over¬ 
age youth, youth returning from 
incarceration, English Language 
Learners, etc. 

Under the State School Aid 
Act, all students have the right 
to be educated by the district 
where they reside if they meet 
age requirements, haven't 
graduated, and haven't been 
suspended or expelled. 

Principals, counselors, and 
other school or transitional staff 
may be available to support 
families in connecting students 
to education programs. 

Under Title VI of the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964 and Equal 
Educational Opportunities Act 
of 1974, public schools must 
ensure that English Language 
Learner (ELL) students can 
participate meaningfully and 
equally in educational programs.

Exploring career paths 

There are many opportunities for high school 
students to build important skills that prepare 
them to succeed in high-demand jobs. These 
classes and job programs encourage students 
to explore fields of study and career paths 
they may want to pursue after graduation. 


Advanced 
classes & exams 

When considering admission, 
colleges look for students who 
took advanced courses and any 
associated exams in high school. 
By taking these classes, students 
may be able to earn college 
credit in high school, which 
helps them skip introductory 
courses in college, save money, 
free up time in their schedule, 
and even graduate early. Ask 
your high school if they offer any 
of the following programs: 

ADVANCED PLACEMENT (AP) 

The AP program offers college- 
level courses and exams to 
high school students across the 
country (including many Detroit 
high schools). 

INTERNATIDNAL 
BACCALAUREATE (IB) 

IB programs teach students 
to think critically and develop 
academic, social, and emotional 
skills that are required to 
succeed in a global world. 


DUAL ENRDLLMENT 

Many high schools offer 
courses in partnership with 
colleges and universities 
that allow students to earn 
free college credit while still 
in high school. 

Detroit Promise 

The Detroit Promise 
offers scholarship funding 
exclusively for Detroit high 
school graduates to attend 
over 30 Michigan two-year 
colleges and four-year 
universities. Detroit Promise 
is now also partnering with 
select community colleges 
to offer shorter-term 
skilled certification tracks 
that prepare students for 
skilled employment.

Career and 
Technical 
Education (CTE) 

Many high schools offer 
classes that allow students 
to gain industry and 
workplace knowledge, skills, 
and behaviors that prepare 
them for high-demand jobs. 
Some classes even allow 
students to earn industry 
certifications or college 
credits on their way to 
gaining skilled employment. 


Grow Detroit's 
Young Talent (GDYT) 

GDYT is a citywide summer jobs 
program for Detroit young adults 
between the ages of 14 and 24. 
Youth receive up to 120 hours of 
training and employment in jobs 
such as community cleanups, 
event planning, accounting, 
retail. Junior Police, and Fire 
Cadets. Youth participants must 
be permanent residents of the 
City of Detroit and be eligible to 
work in the United States.
